NBA approves Prokhorov 
to take over Nets 


Put the borscht on the menu at the 
Barclays Center — a Russian billion- 
aire now owns the Brooklyn-bound 
New Jersey Nets! 

On Tuesday, the NBA’s Board of 
Governors signed off on Bruce Rat- 
ner’s sale of the struggling franchise to 
oligarch Mikhail Prokhorov, making 
the metals and mining mogul the first 
non-North American owner 




plus 45 percent of 
the lucrative Barclays 
Center arena, which is un- 
der construction at the corner of At- 
lantic and Flatbush avenues. 

And he’s excited about turning 
around the fortunes of this once- 
great club. 

“For those who are already fans 
of the Nets and the NBA, I intend to 
give you plenty to cheer about,” he 
said in a statement. 

The NBA vote accomplishes several 
things , namely, allowing Prokhorov to 
be front and center at the league’s draft 
next week — an event that is seen as 
the first step on the road to recovery 
for the Nets, who may win the overall 
first pick, thanks to the team’s 12-70 


record this 
season. 

And the 
vote also al- 
lows Ratner 
to devote his 
full attention 
to what made 
him wealthy in 
his own right: 
building. 

Indeed, Ratner re- 
cently told the Wall 
Street Journal that he 
lost around $30 million each season 
that he ran the team. 

Prokhorov’s agreement to buy the 
Nets, and take a stake in the arena 
that will house them, pulled the en- 
tire $4-billion Atlantic Yards project 
from the brink of a collapse brought 
on by a slack economy, lawsuits and 
cost-overruns associated with Frank 
Gehry’s initial design. 

NBA Commissioner David Stern 
hailed the board vote with a statement 
on Tuesday. But not everyone was as 
fired up about the Siberian tiger that 
will soon be coming to Brooklyn. 

Several lawmakers have called for 
a delay to the approval due to allega- 
tions that Prokhorov earned his bil- 
lions in part through shady business 
dealings with Zimbabwe. 

“The public benefits of Atlan- 
tic Yards will be hollow if they are 
achieved with the help of profits 
gained through fraudulent schemes 
or a regime that holds no regard for 
human rights,” read the letter, signed

Pro volleyball tourney to

The AVP debuted in Coney Island in 
2006 and gave Brooklynites an oppor- 
tunity to see Olympic gold medalists 
Misty May-Treanor and Kerri Walsh 
in action (and in bikinis).

Chuck Reichenthal never missed a 
tournament. 

“We’re going to miss it,” he said. 
“It was a lot of fun to watch the play- 
ers - especially the women.” 

Dodd said that he would love to return 
to the “People’s Playground” one day, 
but pointed out that AVP will need more 
sponsors to make that happen.

The operators of Brooklyn 
Bridge Park have announced 
the four concessionaires 
who will be serving food 
and drink on Pier 1 — and 
two of them are from Man- 
hattan! 

Yes, Blue Marble Ice 
Cream — with locations al- 
ready in Boerum Hill, Cobble 
Hill and Prospect Heights — 
and Calexico Carne Asada 
from Columbia Street were 
awarded the primo location 
in the new greenspace on the 
East River waterfront, but the 
two other food purveyors are 
members of the bridge and 
tunnel crowd. 

The glass-half-full con- 
cession approach is com- 
pletely contrary to the Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park Development 
Corporation’s original snack 

“Brooklyn Bridge Park 
will not only capture the 
energy of the burgeoning 
Brooklyn food scene, but pro- 
vide a platform from which to 
showcase the best of Brook- 
lyn to the rest of the world,” 
Corporation President Regina 
Myer said in February. 

Myer and company never 
specifically denied that Man- 
hattan-based food wouldcreep 
into the pier at the foot of Old 
Fulton Street, but their press 
releases certainly suggested 
otherwise, with promises of 


“local fare” and the contin- 
uation of “strong Brooklyn 
culinary traditions.” 

Instead, outer-borough 
eateries Ditch Plains will sell 
hot dogs and French fries, 
and Pier 66 Maritime will 
serve drinks at an outdoor, 
cordoned-off bar. 

What’s worse, those two 
concessions beat out some 
Brooklyn classics that were 
vying for the chance to sell 
on the pier, including Red 


Hook’s Lobster Pound. 

The good news is that 
Calexico’s juicy steak ta- 
cos and all-around exqui- 
site Mexican fare have al- 
ready won the hearts and 
stomachs of Brooklyn. And 
Blue Marble Ice Cream is as 
good as it gets. 

“We’re so excited — it’s 
just a beautiful park and we 
applied for a nice little spot 
at the end of the walkway on 
the water,” said Blue Mar- 


ble co-owner Jennie Dun- 
das, adding that she’s com- 
pletely happy to saddle up 
next to the adjacent Brook- 
lyn Ice Cream Factory. “It’s 
going to be double the reward 
for people who are walking 
through the park.” 

Developers wouldn’t re- 
lease an exact date to ex- 
pect food and booze on 
Pier 1, but Dundas said she 
hopes to open sometime next 
month. 


Judge soft on dog-killer!

Dachshund killer Dudley 
Ramsay was sentenced to just 
four months in prison on Fri- 
day despite a massive “all 
paws bulletin” demanding 
that the wiener-dog abuser 
receive the full two years for 
the murder. 

Judge Michael Gary lev- 
ied the feeble sentence, even 
though he received dozens 
of e-mails from dog lovers 
begging him to send the Fort 
Greene resident away as long 
as legally possible. 

“This is a tragedy,” said 
Mike Szymanski of the Dachs- 
hund Examiner, whose cover- 
age of the case sparked the e- 
mail blitz. “[The fourmonths] 
is a fraction of what Ramsay 
certainly deserves. It was a 
slap on the wrist and showed 
that the judge didn’t care.” 

Ramsay was convicted in 
March on aggravated animal 
cruelty stemming from his 
decision to “discipline” the 
5-month-old dog by smash- 
ing him against a bathtub, 
causing six fractured ribs and 
damage to the pup’s lungs 
and liver. 

Ramsay then waited sev- 
eral hours before taking Ju- 
nior to a veterinary hospital, 
where he died. 

After the conviction, 

Szymanski, a Greenwood 
Heights native who owns 
three Dachshunds, wrote 
about how the 25-year-old 
shrugged off the verdict and 
freely admitted to killing an- 
other dachshund.

Szymanski then asked 
readers to e-mail their out- 
rage to Gary and District At- 
torney Charles Hynes. 

“[Ramsay’s crime] was 
just so brutal and he seemed so 
callous and cavalier about the 
whole thing, I thought his case 
would outrage other people 
and dog lovers,” he said. 

His instincts were right 

Hynes’s spokesman Jerry 
Schmetterer said that the dis- 
trict attorney’s office received 
over 100 e-mails from pet 
owners across the country, 
demanding that Ramsay gets 
the maximum sentence. 

“I’m sick to my stomach 
and my blood’s boiling from 


anger,” wrote one of the dis- 
trict attorney’s virtual cor- 
respondents, who identified 
himself as “a human and ani- 
mal lover.” “[Ramsay] is one 
sick, cruel, and dark human 

Yet dog lovers contacting 
the DA’s office were bark- 
ing up the wrong tree, so to 

Deputy District Attorney 
Carol Moran pushed for the 
maximum, Schmetterer said, 
but the sentencing decision 
rested with Gary, who made 
an untold number of two - and 
four-legged enemies, in his 
leniency towards Ramsay. 

“People have to realize 
that Dachshund lovers can 


be way more radical than 
the Tea Party if we find out 
than an injustice has been 
done,” Szymanski said. “This 
is something that could cost 
this judge his office.” 

Gary could not be reached 
for comment by our yapping 
online deadline. Ramsay’s 
attorney Douglas Rankin 
also didn’t return our calls 

In previous interviews, 
Rankin said Ramsay never 
intended to kill Junior. 

“If he intended to kill or 
seriously injure [the dog] he 
would not be bathing it, or 
giving it medicine, discipline 
it or take it to the vet,” he told 
reporters.

NY Methodist pioneers 
new cancer treatment 

Many advanced cancers, including those originat- 
ing in the breast, lung and prostate, may spread to 
the spine. A new, innovative treatment that has been 
proven to be effective against cancer that has spread 
to the spine is now available at New York Methodist 
Hospital. The new procedure, which was developed at 
the hospital, builds on a standard treatment — kypho- 
plasty — in which a neurosurgeon injects a cement- 
like material in the spine to eradicate pain. 

“We mix Samarium, a radioactive material that 
kills cancer cells, with the cement-like material that’s 
injected into the spine,” said Dr. Hani Ashamala, 
acting chairman of radiation oncology at New York 
Methodist and one of the creators of the new tech- 
nique. “This way, there are two benefits: pain con- 
trol and cancer control.” 

Called Vertebral Intracavitary Cement and Sa- 
marium or VICS, the procedure is performed under 
local anesthesia in approximately one hour. Most pa- 
tients return home the same day. 

“VICS is attractive because it achieves many sur- 
gical goals of a traditional procedure with signifi- 
cantly less risk,” said Dr. Martin Zonenshayn, chief 
of neurosurgery. 

Samarium, the cancer-killing substance that’s in- 
jected into the spine, is FDA approved for patients 
with cancer in the bone. It has no side effects when 
injected into the spine. 

As a metastatic tumor grows in the spinal area, 
it expands, displacing or destroying healthy tissue 
and creating pressure. Common treatment options 
include radiation therapy, chemotherapy, surgery 
or medication — all of which are available at New 
York Methodist. 

The new technique has been presented at inter- 
national meetings and has been reported in peer 
reviewed journals. “Almost 50 VICS procedures 
have been completed at Methodist, and bone scans 
done on patients afterwards show less cancer in the 
spine,” said Dr. Ashamala, who is now teaching the 
technique to physicians at other metropolitan area 
hospitals.

Group pushes 
cart right out

A Bay Ridge business group is going after the only 
food cart on Fifth Avenue. 

Nagi Hassan has been selling halal food at the comer 
of Fifth and Ovington avenues from his legal cart for 
about a year, but members of the Fifth Avenue Business 
Improvement District want to see him gone. 

“One restaurant went out of business because he 
couldn’t compete,” said Jim Clark, the president of 
the BID. 

Clark complained to Community Board 10 that store- 
fronts have to pay rent, utilities and the BID fee, while 
mobile vendors only have to pay for their city license 
and the food they sell. 

Clark added Hassan’s cart drips grease onto the side- 
walk and his customers leave trash on the corner, leaving 
it is up to business owner to clean up after him. 

Food vendors are regulated by the Department of 
Health, which requires that they be at least 20 feet from 
the entrance of a building, on a sidewalk that is at least 
12 feet wide, and at least 10 feet from the crosswalk, 
next to the curb. 

Food carts vendors are not required to sweep the 
sidewalk around their carts, but do have to clean up 
any spills. 

“The property owner is responsible for maintaining 
the cleanliness of the sidewalk,” said Department of 
Sanitation spokeswoman Kathy Dawkins. 

The issue is a neighborhood-wide one, said Jose- 
phine Beckmann, CBlO’s district manager. 

“The overwhelming sentiment from shops on the 
strips is that food vendors really have an impact on small 
businesses in the outer boroughs,” she said. 

But, the vendors too are trying to survive, said Rich- 
ard Giallanzo, who was ordering food from Hassan’s 
cart last Friday. 

“He’s trying to earn a living, too,” Giallanzo said. 
“That’s it.”

Keeping the ‘Garden’ in Carroll Gardens

A landscape designer in 
Carroll Gardens is aiming

Robber stings right back! 

One day after big Trader Joe's bust, thief strikes

One day after cops ar- 
rested a purse-snatcher in a 
daring undercover sting at 
Trader Joe’s, another ban- 
dit plied his sick trade in 
the aisles of the trendy Court 
Street grocery store. 

Cops said that a 37-year-old 
United Kingdom native was 
shopping on April 29 at around 


11:30 am and left his wallet 
atop ababy stroller, which the 
English call “buggies.” 

When the shopper’s atten- 
tion was diverted, perhaps 
by Trader Joe’s value-priced 
bulk chocolate, the thief stole 
his bag, containing a wallet, 
$200, a British driver’s li- 
cense and a Green Card. 

The thief also rang up $90 
in credit card purchases, buy- 


ing Metrocards at a nearby 
station. 

The latest crime at the 
much-targeted store at the 
corner of Atlantic Avenue 
came just one day after the 
arrest of a robber by a team 
of undercover officers, one 
of whom posed as an absent- 
minded shopper. 

But those cops were onto

Since it opened in Septem- 
ber, 2008, Trader Joe’s has 
been a magnet for bargain 
hunters and thieves.

“Small public spaces are 
extremely valuable,” Silver- 
stein said.

He’s created a scale model 
showing the potential of the 
property — which he envi- 
sions filled with benches and 
plants, a flexible space for 
quiet refection or social in- 
teraction — and has taken 
his idea on the road, attend- 
ing civic groups to engen- 
der support. 

The plan is already gen- 
erating enthusiasm. 

“We would love to see 
something green on that 
corner,” said Maria Pa- 


gano, president of the Car- 
roll Gardens Neighborhood 
Association. 

The cost forthe project has 
not yet been determined, but 
is expected to be minimal as 
many of the materials and 
plants can be donated. 

It’s not the first time that 
the neighborhood has faced a 
crisis over the front and side 
lots that give Carroll Gar- 

Last year, the Hannah 
Senesh Community Day 
School sought to build on 
its front yard, at First Place 
and Smith Street, by getting 
an exemption from the city. 
But mounting criticism de- 
railed the plan. The school 
however, continues to allow 
its employees to park in the 
front yard. 

Silverstein, who owns a 
firm called GreenZone Land- 
scape Design, said if he suc- 
ceeds on Court Street, he’d 
like to tackle other neigh- 
borhood eyesores, like the 
Senesh front yard. 

An added benefit is that a 
refurbished front yard might 
make the well-heeled neigh- 
borhood even more conviv- 
ial, he added. 

“I’m deeply convinced 
that the way we design and 
treat public spaces affects 
the way people treat one an- 
other within the community. 
And that’s very valuable,” 
Silverstein said.

Coney boardwalk gets salvaged for swanky furniture 




A Red Hook furniture company salvaged 
200 feet of Coney Island’s Board- 
walk — and turned it into expen- 
sive coffee tables. 

City-hired contractors demolished sec- 
tions of the Riegelmann Boardwalk in 
Brighton Beach and Sea Gate earlier this 
year, then charged Uhuru Design $800 
for the tropical hardwood planks, which 
were later turned into furniture pieces 
that sell for $2,400 to $7,200. 

“Hundreds of thousands of people have 
walked on the Boardwalk,” said Uhuru de- 
signer Bill Hilgendorf. “It’s iconic, and to 
be able to preserve that is valuable.” 
Each piece of furniture is inspired by 
Coney history, including a lounge chair 
curved like the Cyclone, a coffee table in 
a circular shape reminiscent of the Won- 
der Wheel and a small end table struc- 
tured like the Parachute Jump. 

“We weren’t sure what to make, so we 
went down to Coney Island and did a big 
photo essay,” Hilgendorf said. “The three 
landmark rides that are still standing re- 
ally called out to us so we 
created the line around 

The city doesn’tmake 
any money from the 
sale of the furniture 
or the wood planks, 
but a Parks Depart- 
ment spokesman 
justified the give- 
away of such a 


cause contractors hired by the city to re- 
move the wood tend to “submit lower bids” 
because they know they can profitably re- 
sell the salvaged material. 

“The city isn’t losing anything,” said 
Todd Dobrin, chair of the Coney Island 
Friends of the Boardwalk. “It would 
lot of money to throw away 
all that wood.” 

Last year, the city actually gave 
away the wood for free. 

“At the opening of the beach 
last year, they were giving 
commemorative pieces of the 
boardwalk away in the goody 
, bags,” Dobrin said. “I sent a 
piece to someretiredBrooklynites 
.. in Florida. They loved it.” 

Coney boosters cheered the 
furniture company for keeping 
a piece of history, albeit in a completely 
different form, alive. 

“This wood is not only part of the

POYKPAC has the Internet to thank for its 
fame, but the Brooklyn comedy troupe still 
likes to do things live. 

At the new monthly show “Heyday” at Public 
Assembly, the troupe behind the satirical “Hip- 
ster Olympics,” will, yes, be trying out new video 
pieces, as well as stand- 
up and sketch. 

“We get to do things 
that we could never do 
online,” said Ryan 
Hunter, a member of 
the troupe, whose acro- 
nomic name stands for 
“Pictures OfYourKids 
Pooping And Crying.” 
“There’s nothing truly organic about the expe- 
rience of watching a screening, no relationship 
with the audience, whereas on stage, you get to 
have that relationship.” 

Their videos — including a live-action spin 
on the classic Mario Brothers video games that 
has more than 23 million YouTube views — 
are hugely popular, but POYKPAC doesn’t 
like to follow the same recipe. 

‘ ‘We try not to repeat ourselves too much,’ ’said 
Hunter. “Even when something’s successful, we 
want to come out with something different.” 

Still, the group likes the video game for- 
mat — a recent video, “I’m Not Drunk Game,” 
is a short in the style of an old school game 
where the objective is to make it to your car 
and drive home without getting stopped by 
friends, or the cops. 

Sometimes you just have to give the peo- 
ple what they want.

DUMBO mainstay debuts new menu

S tomachs dropped all over 
Brooklyn when Jason Stevens, 
owner of reBar on Front Street 
in DUMBO, revealed earlier this 
year that he had hired a new chef 
at his gorgeous, cloister-like sec- 
ond-floor aerie. 

No knock on maestro Jeremy 
Leech, but reBar’s prior chef, Lori 
D’Agostino, was the woman who 
turned Stevens’s excellent craft- 
beer-and-cocktail bar into a true 
gastropub. Her mussels, after all, 


was the reason that we created 
our “The Best Thing We Ate This 
Week” column — that’s how good 
they were. And her hanger steak 
was another instant classic. 

Under Leech’s leadership, the 
menu has been reconfigured, but 
it’s still pocked with greatness: The 
truffle oil polenta with a sunny- 
side-up egg and pine nuts ($6) is 
as rich as an appetizer can be with- 
out fully destroy ing your appetite. 
The only way to improve upon this 
dish is to double the size, make it 
an entree and call it a night. 

We also enjoyed an appetizer of 


baby artichokes sauteed with crispy 
chunks of bacon ($7). 

Standout entrees include a 
homemade — and surprisingly 
light — boar sausage ($21) and 
the pulled pork sandwich ($12), 
a cloud of cumin-specked, slow- 
cooked pork. 

And thanks to General Manager 
Luke Wheeler’s continued excel- 
lence with the booze, reBar remains 
a true triple threat: great drinks, 
great food and a great room.

Year’s back, reBar created a 
mini-stir in DUMBO when it 
created a ginger-vodka, grape- 
fruit and cherry concoction that 
was so popular with one person 
in our newsroom that the bar- 
tenders named the girly cock- 
tail, “The Gersh.” 

But when the company that 
made the ginger-vodka went out 
of business, “The Gersh” disap- 
peared from the menu. 

So imagine my delight when I 


returned to reBar last week, and 
General Manager Luke Wheeler 
introduced me to a drink that he 
had crafted with me in mind. 

The grapefruit juice is still a 
major ingredient, the ginger bite 
now comes from Canton Ginger, 
and vodka has been replaced by 
Jim Beam rye. But the key fla- 
vor comes from Creole Shrubb, 
an orange liqueur reminiscent of 
Cointreau. 

“We’ve taken the essential 
girly-ness of the original Gersh 


and given it some manly balance,’ ’ 
Wheeler said. “Considering that 
your consumption of rye is sec- 
ond only to your love of bright 
pink Cosmos, this should now be 
the perfect drink for you.”

DUMBO’s 
new ‘Front’ 

The ritzy FiveFront is now BiooklynBridge 
Gardens, a new bar near Brooklyn Bridge 
Park that was set to open this Friday. 

It’ll be more tavern than trattoria. 

“It’s going to have more of a bar feel to 
it than last time,” said chef Paul Vicino, 
who owned the glamorous Five Front res- 
taurant but will stay on as the cook. “It’s 
going to be classic.” 

The wood finish and new-American feel 
ofthe oldFive Front — tucked at the comer of 
Front and OldFulton streets at the anchorage 
of the Brooklyn Bridge — already gave the 
location a classic allure. But its new renova- 
tions certainly cater to a thirstier crowd. 

On its back patio, tables and chairs have 
been replaced with wood-finished benches 
and chest-high drinking space. New wood 
floors were installed inside alongside a refin- 
ished bar, and workers are just finishing up 
a smaller chandeliered room for the diners. 

Vicino said the food will still provide that 
classic American experience — his burgers at 
Five Front were outstanding — but the own- 
ers wanted to give an under-served drinking 
community a reason to stick around. There 
will be more drinks, more drinking space 



and drinkers, as Brooklyn Bridge Park pulls 
an audience in the coming months. 

And with a wine bar opening up at the park 
pier this summer, it looks like sunset sippin’ 
in DUMBO is making a mighty debut.

Pizza the action! 


Like his pizza, Michael Ayoub’s career 
as a pizza man has been circular — when 
he opens his second outpost of Williams- 
burg pizza spot Fornino this week in Park 
Slope, he’ll be returning to the space where 
he first made his mark nearly 20 years ago 
at Cucina, once the lone high-quality eat- 
ery in Park Slope. 

This time, though, he’ll be taking on 
grilled pizza — his “other love.” 

“It’s surreal,” said Ayoub, of his return 
to the former Cucina space. “It’s like put- 
ting on an old sweater again.” 

These days, both Ayoub and the concept 
have grown up a little bit. 

“As a chef, I really like to challenge my- 
self. Grilled pizza isn’t really done in New 
York and it’s certainly not done round,” said 
Ayoub, adding that grilled pizza affords for 
more delicate toppings, like softer cheeses, 
that can’t handle the heat of a 1,000-degree 
wood-fired oven. That is, pizzas like his 
Gorgonzola with Fior di Latte, figs and ar- 
ugula ($14). 

Fornino really shares only a name and gen- 
eral enthusiasm forpizza with its Williams- 
burg precursor. Aside from grilled pizza, 
Fornino Park Slope will feature a much- 
expanded menu that includes a wide range 



of pastas, antipasti, entrees and homemade 
sausages like the chicken apricot and talle- 
gio with broccoli rabe ($15). It’s also a rela- 
tive behemoth at 165 seats. 

“It ’s really cucina de la nonna [grandmoth- 
er’s kitchen],” said Ayoub “The only thing 
missing is grandma serving it to you.”

Wait, don’t turn the page! For 
once, a contest for the obscure, unpaid,

Yes, we see you reaching for the comer 
of the page, but before you flip, consider 
this: If we don’t fix the bottom rung of 
electoral politics in this borough, we’ll 
never solve the truly big problems. 

So come on, give us a couple of min- 
utes on this one, won’t you? We prom- 

Here’s the situation: Each party has 
two district leaders — a man and a 
woman — for each Assembly district 
in the state. These district leaders don’t 
do much except pick poll workers and 
help get candidates on the ballot — oh, 
and they also help rig the political game 
against anyone who might challenge the 
county’s party chairman. 

For the Democrats, that’s the thug- 
gish Assemblyman Vito Lopez.

We had a conference before 


the court, first together and then 
individually. At this point is was 
only me.

of people to see my daugh- 
ter’s “first” steps. ... I have 
the nagging feeling that I’m 
missing the most important 
thing in the world, and that 
it’s right in front of me.” 

The group also talked 
about how important it was 
for women to have careers. 
This subject was rife with 
conflict as well. As one 
woman wrote in an e-mail: 

“I don’t feel as though I 
can (or want to) step out of 
the labor force. I don’t feel 
as though I can count on my 
husband’s business to be as 
economically viable as it 
was last year, and even if I 
could, I wouldn’t want to let 
him be the primary wage- 
earner anyway. I don’t feel 
secure enough in the rela- 
tionship to want to ‘bank’ 
on him entirely.” 

Smartmom felt lucky for 
Manifesto Mamas, which 
was a safe place to chew on 
these important issues. Over 
time, Smartmom didbecome 
a freelance writer. She got an 
office in the neighborhood 
so that she could be close to 
home and school when she 
worked. She worked hard to 
balance the demands of work 
and her desire to be involved 
with her kids in a multitude 
of ways. 

Still, work has a way of 
capturing one’s attention and 
taking us all away from the 
family.

The bottom line is the ab-

22 affidavit filed in Man- 
hattan federal court. 

Court papers note that 
PCBs were found in soil 
near the park seven to eight 
feet underground, and also 
on “surface level,” and in 
groundwater samples. 

The chemicals can flow 
in groundwater under nearby 
homes, causing “vapor in- 
trusion” according to the 
court papers, putting chil- 


dren, the elderly and preg- 
nant women at risk. 

“This is a clear and con- 
tinuing threat to human 
health, public safety and the 
environment,” an agency en- 
gineer said. 

Clear, perhaps, to the sci- 
entists, but not to the pub- 
lic, which has not been in- 
formed of the toxins lurking 
ever so close to the surface of 
a park that is home to week- 
end soccer games. 


The state has known about 
dangerous violations at the 
Court Street site since the 
1990s, but has kept residents 
in the dark. 

‘Tfitwassuchadanger,they 
should have advisedus previ- 
ously,” said John McGettrick, 
the co-chairman of the Red 
Hook Civic Association. 
“What did they know and 
when did they know it?” 

The Parks Department said 
it has received no word from 
the state about any potential 
pollution at the Red Hookpar- 
cel.

The clean-up resumed, and 
continueduntil 2009, when the 
company filed for bankruptcy 
and told the state it was sus- 
pending clean-up activities at 
the site, which at one time con- 
tained 100 chemical and waste 
storage tanks, whichhave since 
been removed. 

The contaminated ground- 
water is not affecting public 
drinking supplies, the state 

But state environmental 
spokeswoman Maureen Wren 
said that “there is no question 
this is a contaminated site and 
. . . the responsibleparty [must 
be] held accountable.” 

The state agency is not 
alone in pressuring plastics 
additive maker Chemtura — 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency has named the com- 
pany as a potentially respon- 
sible party in the clean-up of 
the Gowanus Canal, which 
will carry a price tag of $1 
billion. The company is dis- 
puting that claim.

a day and a half in Pakistan. 
We spent half our time hav- 
ing briefing meetings with 
the military personnel. In Af- 
ghanistan, we met with Gen. 
McChrystal and his staff, and 
also with civilian leaders on 
our side and the coalition. 
And then we met with Pres- 
ident Karzai. 

GK: Whoa, so what was 
he like? 

MM: I don’t have full confi- 
dence in him. But he did ex- 
press that he wants to be a good 
ally of the coalition. He is too 
dependent on allied forces. He 
needs to step up to the plate, 
as does the rest of the leader- 
ship in that country. But con- 
siderthis: Afghanistan has not 
reached the Middle Ages. It is 
truly a place with very little 
electricity, no bathrooms, no 
running water, no infrastruc- 
ture. Any of the pre-existing 
thoughts and notions that we 
have about local infrastructure 
or a system of government or 
basic services does not exist. 
There is no school board, no 
city council, no community 
board, no Fire Department, no 
Sanitation Department. And 
we’re trying to build the Police 
Department. Amid all this, ev- 
eryone wants to knowhow this 
guy can govern better. What 
exactly can he do? How can 
he do an agricultural program 
without a functioning Depart- 
ment of Agriculture? 

GK: His brother seems 
to do all right. 

MM: Look, Gen. McChrys- 
tal, who is one of the most 
impressive people, has confi- 
dence that he can work with 
Karzai. If Karzai was a bad 
man, the general would have 
told us that. 

GK: Why is this taking so 
long? 

MM: McChrystal and the 


non-military people ex- 
plained their strategy, a 
military-civilian partner- 
ship. The plan to shape, clear, 
hold and build. The “shape” 
part means civilians go into 
an area like Kandahar and 
meet with tribal elders and try 
to get some local support for 
what is going to follow. Then, 
the military makes it secure. 
Then, they hold that security 
in place so that, hopefully, 
they can build an infrastruc- 
ture to help the community 
ward off the Taliban. 

GK: But don't some Af- 
ghans like the Taliban? 
MM: Not that many, and 
even less when we give them 
a choice. We went to a small 
town called Arghandab and 
met with tribal elders there. 
They toldus they’ve increased 
agricultural production by 80 
percent in six months, just 
because they’ve organized 
themselves. 

GK: Sure, but the Ameri- 
can military brought you 
there. 

MM: True, there was a bit of 
showcasing going on, but you 
could see what they can ac- 
complish under the right cir- 
cumstances. I do think we’re 
taking an enlightened ap- 
proach. We don’t want another 
1989, when the war was won, 
but the peace was lost. 

GK: That's not easy to 
control when the money 
is coming from drugs or 
the fundamentalists. 
MM: It’s true. There are ad- 
hoc madrassa schools every- 
where that are funded by the 
Gulf State countries to teach 
fundamentalism. It’s a big 
problem. 

GK: Who paid for this 
trip? 

MM: The United States gov- 
ernment. 

GK: Oh, you're welcome.

Judge: Coney 
suit baloney

The city acted properly 
when it rezoned portions of 
the Coney Island’s amuse- 
ment distirct, shrinking the 
area available for rides from 
47 acres to 12-1/2, and allow- 
ing hotels and housing to be 
built along the waterfront, a 
judge ruled on Tuesday. 

The rezoning plan “is rea- 


sonably related to the legiti- 
mate governmental purpose 
of revitalizing the Coney Is- 
land economy, while restor- 
ing Coney Island to its iconic 
status,” Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Eileen Rakower wrote. 

The lawsuit by the organiza- 
tion Save Coney Island claimed 
that the city did not properly 
analyze the impact of develop- 
ment that wouldresult from the 


zoning change. The suit also 
alleged that the City Council 
overstepped its authority by 
approving the plan. 

But Rakower found that 
the city’s Environmental 
Impact Statement — which 
analyses the consequences 
of the rezoning — was prop- 
erly conducted and that the 
Council rightfully approved 
the Coney plan. 


Her findings also refute 
opponents’ allegation that 
the city bowed to developer 
interests — namely devel- 
oper Joe Sitt, who sold most 
of his properties in Coney Is- 
land to the city for a whop- 
ping $95.6 million — in ap- 
proving the rezoning. 

Opponents to the plan 
were disappointed - and 
reiterated their claim that 
there was a superior alter- 
native to the city’s plan that 
was ignored. 

“If the city is not required 
to evaluate the only alterna- 
tive that was put forward by 
experts in the field, but rather 
has the discretion to ignore it, 
then the requirements ... re- 
garding the study of alterna- 
tives are now meaningless,” 
said Save Coney’s attorney, 
Albert Butzel.

the lake’s beloved swans, 
also died, though park offi- 
cials maintain that she was 
the victim of swan-on-swan 
violence. 

The lake’s death toll grew 
so large so fast that area wild- 
life activists pushed the city 
to check the waters for toxins 
— but tests conducted by the 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection and an inde- 
pendent team from Brooklyn 
College cleared the lake itself 
of any wrongdoing. 

Parks Department offi- 
cials promised to conduct 
necropsies on any animals 
found dead in the lake, but 
have said in the last two 
cases that the animals were 
too badly decomposed. 

Still, the grisly discover- 


ies at the man-made oasis do 
frighten some parkgoers. 

“Mammals are dying in 
the lake,” claimed Ed Bahl- 
man, a layman who watched 
as Parks Department employ- 
ees removed the raccoon from 
its watery grave. The second 
corpse, a furry four legged 
creature that’s believed to be 
a possum, was pulled out of 
the lake by the Boathouse, 
just paces away from where 
a young couple rested out on 
a blanket, taking in some sun. 
The gosling — baby geese, if 
you will — was foundnearthe 
other side of the lake. 

Then there’s all the trash. 
When we took a leisurely 
stroll of the lake Wednes- 
day morning, we found a dis- 
carded vodka bottle bobbing 
near a basking turtle. There 


was also a host of empty bot- 
tles, potato chip bags, candy 
wrappers and submerged gar- 
bage cans and orange traffic 
cones lining the lake. 

It wasn’t a pretty scene. 

“This is sad,” said sur- 
prised sun worshipper Sa- 
lem McVoy. “Especially 


with so many kids playing 
around here.” 

Patron promised action 

“We’ll get to work on 
the garbage,” he said. “But 
the Park’s ecosystem is not 
dangerous, damaged or un- 
healthy.”

be made more tolerable by the 
traffic light, which will “sepa- 
rate conflicting movements,” 
according to the city. 

Along with the new traf- 
fic light, the city will con- 
tinue making upgrades that 
integrate with the improve- 
ments already in place from 
Prospect Park to Vanderbilt 
Avenue, as well as the con- 
troversial bike lane on Pros- 
pect Park West, which will 
be built this summer. 

Also: 

• The one-way bike path 
on Plaza Street East and West 
will be upgraded into a two- 
way lane similar to the one 
on Kent Avenue. These re- 
configured bike lanes will 


feed into a similar — and 
controversial — project on 
Prospect Park West. 

• Three pedestrian islands 


will be beautified and ex- 
panded near the entrance 
to the park. 

• Five new crosswalks will 


be added near the entrance 
to the park. 

■ A simplified pedestrian 
path at the north end of the 
plaza, which will make it eas- 
ier forpeople to walk towards 
the historic Soldier’s and Sail- 
or’s memorial arch. 

• The space used for the 
farmer’s market will be resur- 
faced to make it more distin- 
guishable from the road. 

The city has said that con- 
struction should start in Au- 
gust and be completed by the 
end of this year. 

The changes in Grand 
Army Plaza over the past 
two years have not only been 
striking, but they’ve improved 
safety. In 2000, there were 142 
crashes inside the circle, ac- 
cording to city statistics. That 
number dropped to 39 in 2007 
and 26 in 2008.
